PRETORIA, Aug. 19.—[{By South Af- 
rican Cable.]

LONDON, Aug. 19.—{Exclusive Dis- 
patch.}] How desperate England's po- 
sition is as a military power can be 
measured somewhat by Lord Wolsley’s 
address to troops he reviewed this week 
at Aldershott. “Unfit for service” Is 
the summing up of his harangue, and 
it was not addressed to @ mere bat- 
talion or brigade, or even to a division, 
but to gome thirty thousand so-called 
soldiers, forming a whole corps d’armee, 
It cannot be otherwise. There is not 
a man in the country, beyond a few 
drill sergeants and recruiting agents, 
with perhaps a squadron or two of 

ousehold troopa, that has had suffi- 
cient training to be efficient soldiers. 

The militia, thanks to the extent to 
which ‘the population has been congre- 
gated in the centers of industry, are, 
generally speaking, the most wretched 
objects imaginable, undersiged, narrow- 
chested, flabby in muscle and quick 
only in that form of intelligence which 
city Mfe develops, even as in the street 
Arab. There is the making of soldiers, 
probably, in every one of them, but 
time has not been given to complete the 
process. 

The seriousness of this position its 
not measured merely by the necessi- 
ties of the South African war, where. 
all the good soldiers, with the excep- 
tion of the Indian garrisons, are now 
swallowed up, but India itself is suf- 
fering. There has been a suspension of 
the substitutions of fresh soldiers for 
time-expired mén for more than a 
year, and disease and discontent are 
both becoming unpléeasantly manifest 
among the white troops at the Indian 
depots.
